“This bank is in the hands of the Con- 
troller of the Currency. Forrest RAYNOR, 
National Bank Examiner.“ 


Marquands Pull Through the Day. 

Marquand & Co. pulled through again to- 
day, and officers of other institutions which 
have been connected with the difficulties 
of the Seventh National in the talk of the 
street declared that they were sound. As 
to any State institutions figuring in the 
same reports, the Superintendent of the 
State Banking department, F. D. Kilburn, 
said that they were not involved and that 
he anticipated no collapse. 

The failure of the bank had been antici- 
pated by those on the inside of Wall street 
and financial affairs, but the officials of the 
Seventh National Bank itself on Wednes- 
day night had stated with a great deal of as- 
surance that the bank was sound and had 
tided over the crisis all right. 


Bank’s Methods Criticised. 

With the closing of the bank comes much 
adverse criticism of its methods and the 
pelitical-financial character of its opera- 
tions. While the nature of the collateral ac- 
cepted by thé bank cannot be stated definite- 
ly until given out officially by the receiver, 
‘it is believed in Wall street and banking 
circles generally that the bank loaned money 
freely on securities of companies in which its 
own directors were interested. 

One of the stocks which, rumor says, was 
thus accepted was American Linseed Oil, 
but whether this report is well founded can- 
not be accurately determined till a public 
report is made by those in charge of the 
bank’s affairs. | 


Comment of Financial Roviow. 
Commenting on the manner in which the 
banks’ business was conducted the Evening 
Post's financial article says: :

Rival Company May Get Grant. 

Another means under consideration is to 
grant a franchise to a competing company 
the United Telephone, Telegraph and Electric 
company, which is asking for a grant—and to 
secure a reduction through competition. The 
new company promises to cut rates by half. 

Corporation Counsel Walker is preparing 
an opinion dealing with the rights of the 
city under the ordinances of the Chicago 
Telephone company. The section under 
which the city is endeavofing to act is as fol- 
lows: 

And said company, durirg the term for which 
this ordinance is granted, shall not increase to its 
present or future subscribers the rate for tele- | 
phone service now established. 

Since this ordinance was passed great im- 
provements in telephone service have been 
made, and with each new improvement the 
company has raised the rates, claiming that 
it still is offering the service in use when the 
ordinance was passed at the rate agreed 
upon. 
Business-Men in Revolt. 

The fact that a lower rate campaign its 
under consideration has been the cause of 
bringing out widespread discontent with the 
methods of the Chicago Telephone company. 
Complaints come from businese-men that 
they are being “‘ sandbagged ” into taking 
the most expensive service the company 
offers. 

While it is claimed for some of these com- 
plaints that they are inspired by the pro- 
moters of the rival company — the United 
Telephone, Telegraph, and Electric company, 
now seeking an erdinance—they still are held 
to represent the feeling which the citizens 
have for the telephone company.

Detroit Minister Asserts That His Let 

Has Been Made Unendurable Be- 

danse, After His Church Duties, He 
Had te Ceok Dinner and Wash His 

Own Clothes—Testifices That Woman

Detroit, Mich., June 
‘Rev. William 8. Brandon of the Second 
Baptist Church today commenced proceed- 
ings for divorce against his wife, Ora Bran- 
don, whom he married Sept. 10, 1891, at 
Colorado Springs. He alleges cruelty; says 
she frequently locked him out of the house 
and threw a shoe at him when he tried to 
climb in the window. | 

He alleges in his bill that after Sunday 
morning sermon he was frequently compelled 
to wash the clothes and get dinner. He ap- 
peared as a witness this morning and said: 

“I had no peace of mind, no happiness at 
home. I was in a constant state of nervous- 


2 bitter. 


Prays Six Years for Help. 

“For six long years I prayed for guidancs 
in the matter, and after her last outburst last 
Christmas I informed her that after six 
years of prayer for divine guidance I could ro 
longer live under the same roof with her. 
Rather than do that I 
ministry.“ 

After their marriage they went to live in 
Colorado Springs, the home of his bride's 
parents. About six months afterwards, he 
said, he began to prepare for the ministry. 
and then his wife began a course of brutal 
treatment which continued until they sepa- 
rated on Jan. 1 last. 

In ͤ 1895 the Rev. Mr. Brandon was called to 
a church m Ann Arbor, his wife followirg 
him soon afterward. The year after he was 
called to Detroit, where he remained until his 
resignation a few months ago. 

What was the actual cause of your wife’s 
cruelty to you?’ asked Judge Brooks. 

“I couldn’t give her the money nor the 
clothing she had been used to,” answered 
the Rev. Mr. Brandon. And because I 
couldn't do that she would do nothing for 
me. When I came home from church on the 
Lord’s day I would have to take off my cler- 
ical robes and begin to cook the dinner. I 
also had to wash my own clothes.“ 


Was Threatened with Ax. 

He would often come home and find himself 
locked out, he said, and once during a quar- 
rel he averred his wife went to get the ax. 
Fearing violence he locked her out. Mrs. 
Brandon, however, knocked the door in with | 
the ax, and when Brandon restrained her 
from striking him she grabbed a bread knife, 
it is charged, and took several gouges out of 
the fingers of one hand. . 

One night,“ he said, just before Christ- 
mas, when I came home from prayer meet- 
Ing. my wife told me if I staid there that

The Yale oarsmen finished the race i 
comparatively good condition, but Harvard's 
eight appeared to be badiy done up.

the bow oar, collapsed utterly, and fell upon 
his back in a faint, his arms dragging um- 


ly in the water at each side of the boat, 
Captain Bullard was not much better off,

Yale Freshmen Also Win. 

Yale scored a second victory in the fresh- 
men race, which opened the day’s program 
After the first half mile the result was never 
in doubt. The Ell youngsters proved them 
selves superior in watermanship and condi- 
tion, taking a slight lead in the first hai 
mile, increasing it constantly, and winning 
an easy victory by four and a half lengthein 
10:27%. Harvard's freshmen required 20% 
seconds more to cover the two miles. 


Fours Victory Comforts Harvard. 
Harvard’s single crumb of comfort was 
handed out to it in the two-mile race for 
fours. This race had been conceded to the 
men from Cambridge from the first. It was 
simply a question of the margin of the vic- 


wide margin, catching the water first, never 
being in trouble thereafter, and crossing the 
line a good six lengths in front of their ex 
hausted rivals. They rowed a clean, strong, 
powerful stroke and proved themselves vast- 
ly superior to their opponents, 


Condition of Crews Tells. 


So closely did the two varsity crews figure 
that few were so bold as to attempt to pick 
the winner in advance. When questioned as 
to their views the rowing sharps shook their 
heads dubiously and opined that in their 


judgment it resolved itself into a question 


of condition. The eight that went into its 
boat in the strongest physical shape would 
be first at the end of the last mile, and so it 


proved. 


Some surprise was expressed at the slow- 
ness of the time made by the winning crew. 
Only four times in the twenty years that 
Harvard and Yale have rowed against each 
other on the Thames has the big race been 
rowed in slower time. But time of even 
less significance in rowing than in thorough- 
bred racing. Many of the most celebrated 
racehorses known to the turf.never broke a ~ 
record, and some most successful crews 
have not been among the fastest ones So 
many conditions offset the time made by 
oarsmen that time comparisons are notori- 
ously unsatisfactory, and yet the conditions 
of today’s race were favorable to a good per- 
formance. The tide was just at the turn of

CONVICTED OF MANSLAUGHTER 
IN SECOND DEGREE. 


Verdict Carries with It Term of Im- 
prisonment of Not More than Five 
Nor Less than Three Years—Juary in 

Second Trial of Case Involving Kill- 
ing of Clara Castle at Eldorado, Kas., 

Undecided for Thirty Hourse—Move 
for an Appeal. 


Eldorado, Kas., June 27.—Jessie Morrison 
was found guilty of manslaughter in the 
second degree late this afternoon for the 
murder of Mrs. Olin Castle. The penalty 18 
not more than five years or less than three 
years in the penitentiary. 

One of Miss Morrison's lawyers immediate- 
ly filed a notice of appeal. Jessie Morrison 
was taken to her old cell and locked up. 
There her father, who had been with her, 
left her. The jury wrangled for nearly 
thirty hours over the verdict. It is said that 
one juror held gut obstinately for acquittal. 


§ Jury Long in Deciding. 
Excepting for meals, the jury had not been 
permitted to leave the courthouse since it 
retired at 10 o’clock yesterday morning. The 
jurors had not even been to bed. For twen- 
ty-four hours they had been argul and 
wrangling over the case. Through the open 
windows of the jury room they could be heard 
constantly talking. Each hour of delay in 
the return of a verdict added to the hope of 
Miss Morrison’s attorneys, which was not 
for acquittal, but for a hung jury 

Thie morning it was said that the twelfth 
juror, who had at first stood for acquittal, 
had given in and that the subject of dis- 
cussion then turned to the degree of murder 
or manslaughter on which she should be 
found guilty.

1,000 - POUND GOLD BRICK. 


Greatest Ingot Ever Cast Reaches Van- 
9 B. C., and Will Be Sent to 
| Exposition. 


B. C., June N. —I Special. 
There arrived at Ashcroft today from Cari- 
boo what Is believed to be the largest ingot 
of gold ever cast. It represents the greater 
portion of the year’s cleanup of the Cariboo 
Consolidated Hydraulic Mining company, ot 
which J. B, Hobson of California is general 
superintendent. 

The big gold brick weighs 1,000 pounds, 
and is worth approximately $200,000. It is 
worth $10,000 more than one which was sent 
to New York from the same mine a year ago. 

The gold today was brought down on a 
dray in charge of three mounted officers. 
They were four days making the trip with a 
four-mule team. The big brick is about 
three feet in length and two thick, and is to 
be sent to the Glasgow exposition.

The failure of the canal 
men of this State last winter, however, to 
come to any agreement upon a plan for canal 
improvement was discouraging to Western 
shippers, and they now thought that an ap- 
peal should be made to Congress to improve 
the canals of New York at the expense of 
every State in the Union. 

The Western engineers said that it was be- 
lieved West that a twenty-one foot canal 
should be built from Buffalo to Lake Ontario, 
and then from Oswego, on Lake Ontario, to 
the Hudson River. This is the least expensive 
line for such a canal. A canal of twenty-one 
feet in depth would cost about $300,000,000.

College and high school students who wish 
to enjoy their ancient privilege of hazing 
their fellows must do so before next Monday 
if they would escape the penalty of the law 
of Illinois.

penalty attached may amount to a fine of $500 
and imprisonment for six months in the. 
county jail. 

All the new laws of the last session of the 
Legislature not having emergency clauses go 
into effect on Monday. Lawyers who have 
studied the session volume say that there are 
unusually few new laws, and, in fact, little 
more than a collection of minor amendments 
5 show for the deliberations of the legisla- 

ors. 

One of the most important changes affect- 
ing Chicago is that which increases the 
amount of wages exempt from garnishment 
to $15. Workingmen who can take affidavit 
that they are heads of families and residing 
therewith are benefited by this change. 

Another new law is that providing that vet- 
eran soldiers and sailors of the union hon- 


or village in Hilinois. The act provides also 
that if such a veteran presents credentials 
to any clerk and asks for a license the license 
shall be issued free. A penalty is to be in- 
flicted on the clerk who shall charge a vet-

Promised in Plate Glass Deal. 


To recover a two-thirds share of $180,000 
said to have been paid in commissions for 
carrying out a financial deal, Thomas H. 
Fitzgerald, with offices at 157 La Salle street, 
in this city, and Lewis Newman of Kokomo, 
Ind., are preparing to bring suit in the Fed- 
eral Court against F. M. G , capitalist, real 
estate dealer, and former Mayor of Niles, | 
Mich. 
Mr. Fitzgerald, who is now at his summer 
home at Niles, explained the case as follows 
last night: 3 

“ We were instrumental in raising $500,000 
for the Selberling Plate Glass company of 
Ottawa, III. Newman, Gray, and myself were 
to share alike in the promised commission 
and bonus of $180,000. When the deal went 
through Mr. Gray asserted he thought there. 
was nothing due Mr. Newman or myself. He 

did offer me $2,000, which I refused. 
Last October Mr. Newman introduced me 
to President Seiberling of the glass company. 
The latter concern desired to employ a bro- 
ker to raise $500,000. We undertook the 
task, and about the middle of January last 
we three entered into an agremeent with 
the glass company. A portion of this con- 
tract provided that if a sale was negotiated 
for all or part of the bonds of the Plate Glass 
company the proceeds or commission should 
be divided equally among us. 

„Gray proposed to James Oliver of South 
Bend that he take $500,000 in bonds, agree- 
ing to take $250,000 worth himself. The deal 
went through, Oliver holding half the stock, 
Gray a quarter, and the glass company the 
other quarter. A short time ago Oliver, 
Gray, and the Seiberling people sold out the 
plant to the glass trust at a handsome figure. 
Now we intend there shall bea settlement as 
to that $180,000.”’

MANCHESTER'S MUNICIPAL TRAMS. 
In 1895, one year after Glasgow had be- 
gun the successful operation of its tram- 
Ways, the City of Manchester began to 
@ebate the wisdom of similar action. The 
matter was carefully considered for two 
years, and it was finally decided to muniei- 
palize the tramway service of the city and 
install the overhead electric system in pluce 
of horse traction at the expiration of the 
operating company’s lease of the tracks in 
1001. The company endeavored to witb- 
stand this project before Parliament, but 
its effort was unsuccessful, and a few days 
ago the first reconstructed lines, compris- 
ing about eighteen miles of single track, 
were opened by the city with appropriate 
ceremonies. Electrification of the other 
lines is proceeding. 
The tramways of Manchester date from 
1875. Tue tracks were always owned by 
the city and were operated by a leasing com- 
pany at a rental apparentiy ca:culated to 
be somewhat more than sufficient to cover 
their cost and interest thereon during the 
lease. There are now fifty-seven miles of 
single track in the city, but this is only a 
part of a network of lines extending to ad- 
jacent towns and aggregating 150 miles of 
single track, all of which was operated by 
the leusing company. 8 
The opponents of muuicipalization urged 
its impracticability on the ground that it 
would necessarily break up this unity. Man- 
chester, however, readily arranged with ad- 
jacent towns to obviate this result, in some 
instances by leasing connecting lines and in 
others—where the adjacent towns had de- 
cided to operate their own lines—by trafic 
agreements for the use of ench other's 
tracks. Under these agreements each an- 
thority will account for profits made out- 
side its own territory, and under the Kases 
the rentals will, during their twenty-one 
year periods, cover the lessee’s outlay for 
‘tracks and interest thereon.

THE GEVENTH NATIONAL’S TROUBLES. 
> During these prosperous days the suspen- 
sion of ‘a bank is prima facie evidence of 
mismanagement or of dishonesty, It is the 
first of these causes which has made it 
necessary for the Controller of the Ourrency . 
to put the Seventh National of New York 
City in the hands of a receiver. The niis- 
management consisted in making excessive 
loans, some of them secured by collaterals 
of a doubtful nature, to a stock brokerage 
firm. This firm has been endeavoring to 
float, seemingly with indifferent success, 
the securities of a new railroad company. 
The capital and net profits of the Seventh 
National amount to $610,000. Its deposits 
last week were $5,700,000. That one firm 
should have been allowed to become in- 
debted to the bank to the amount of $1,600,- 
000 argues altogether too glose a com- 
munity of interest between the two con- 
cerns. 

Measured by the standard of today, the 
Seventh National is a small institution. Its 
suspension created none of the excitement 
which would have been occasioned a dosen 
‘years ago by the closing of the doors of a

The troubles of the bank began early in 
the week, when it was put to its trumps to 
settle a clearing-house indebtedness of 
$083,000. This indebtedness was due to the 
fact of the overcertification of checks, 
chiefly for the stock brokerage firm to 
which heavy loans have been made. The 
suspension of the bank will serve: to call 
attention to the practice of overcertification. 

The national bank act makes it unlawful 
for any person connected with a national 
banking association to certify any check 
drawn upon it unless the person drawing it 
shall have on deposit at the time an amount 
of money equal to that which the check 
ealls for. There are penalties for a viola- 
tion of this provision of the act. Clear as is 
the law, it has long been violated by some 
New York banks, but not by any in Chicago, 
and this violation is defended by those who 
are given to the practice, | 
They say that it has been the custom, be- 
ginning prior to the enactment of the law, 
to certify checks in the morning, when 
there was no money on hand to meet them, 
in the confident expectation that the money 
would be forthcoming before 3 o’clock, and 
that no bank has ever been the loser by 
reason of overcertification for regular cus- 
tomers.

“ESTABLISHED” AMERICAN CHURCHES, 

Aside from the vast wealth possessed by 
Trinity Church, several other churches of 
Greater New York have acquired consid- 
erable endowments in recent years, among 
them St. George’s, famous for many years 
on account of its free seats,” and St: Bar- 
tholomew’s, noted for its extensive social 
work. Two other churches in that city are 
now engaged in raising endowment funds, 
one of them being near Washington Square, 
which was formerly the fashionable center 
of the town, and the other in Brooklyn. 

One of the strongest Episcopal churches 
of the West Side in this city has for several 
yeurs been realizing the need for an endow- 
ment to provide for increasing expendi- 
tures and decreasing financial ability in its 
congregation—both facts being due to a 
shifting of population—and various plans 
are now on foot for endowing not only that 
chureh but other local churches. 

It one looks at results rather than meéth- 

ods of attaining them, there may be dis- 
cerned in this marked movement of recent 
years toward endowing churches a tendency 
toward something like established re- 
ligion. The essence of an established 
ehureh is that its support is guaranteed by 
society. The endowment of a church is one 
form of such a guaranty, and one whose se- 
_ curity is. of a superior sort when compared 
with any basis of support subject to changes 
in governmental policy. We are not ac- 
customed to suppose that religion is or will 
be “established” in this country, Yet it 
certainly is not easy to conceive of a church 
more effectively established than one which 
has an adequate fund devoted to its main- 
tenance forever. 
TENEMENT AND SALOON. Bh 
I nothing has there been produced such | 
an agreement of opinion as in the conclu- 
sion that the road to the destruction of the 
saloon lies through the rendvation of the 
tenement. The bad tenement and the sa- 
loon are affinities. They will come together, 
no matter who forbids the banns, They are 
to be found united in every city in the United 
States.

There will be an at- 
mosphere of welcome and hospitality; there 
will be an attractive room, with tables and 
chairs; for five cents he gets the right to 
sit at one of the tables as long as he pleases 
and talk with his friends; when he is hungry 
he will stroll over to the lunch counter and 
get a good rye bread and sausage meat 
sandwich; he will enjoy smoking his pipe 
and watching the crowd as it eddies in and 
out; and all the while there is an exchange 
of jest and of opinion, a warmth of good 
fellowship, and an absence of drunkenness 
that is incredible to those persons whose 
nequaintance with beer halls reminds one

GIFTS TO YALE AND HARVARD. 

Commencement week is the time when the 
colleges take stock” like business nems 
and reckon up the financial receipts of the 
year. The Presidents of Yale and Harvard 
have made announcements showing that the 
year has been one of remarkable prosperity 
for both institutions. In the last twelve 
months each has received gifts aggregating 
about $2,000,000. No further proof is 
needed to show that the remarkable new 
era of educational donations and of univer- 
sity expansion continues unabated. 

The most striking announcement is that 
of J. Pierpont Morgan’s offer to erect a 
group of buildings for the Harvard Medical 
School at a cost of about $1,000,000. The 
buildings are to be a memorial to Mr. Mor- 
gan’s father. The new architectural build- 
ing and an endowment of $300,000 for that 
department have been given by Mr. and Mrs, 
Nelson Robinson of New York. In addition 
to these important gifts President Eliot was 
able to announce that more than $750,000 
in cash had been given to Harvard Univer- 
sity in the last year. | 

This remarkable record is nearly equaled 
by Yale, which is preparing to celebrate its 
200th anniversary next October. President 
Hadley and the university trustees had laid 
plans for new buildings and grounds to cust 
$1,185,000, and just before he took his seat 
at the annua! banquet of the Yale alumni 


needed to complete this elaborate enterprise 
had been received. This means that the 
university soon will have a memorial vesti- 
bule and auditorium which, with the dining- 
hall and administration building, will com- 
plete the bicentennial group. In addition 
Yale has received some considerable dona- 
tions for endowment purposes, which are ex- 
pected before October to be increased so as 
to raise the total to $2,000,000. 
When it is remembered that the good for- 
tune of these two venerable institutions is

I hold the old-fashioned view that women can 
do better work in their proper places as wives and 
mothers than when they are courting notoriety 
in public. Too much publicity is dangerous to 


them, and sometimes destroys the chief charm of | . 


the home. 

Toe much publicity is bad for some wom- 
en, and also for some men, this Alderman 
included. The “old-fashioned view,” he 
says he holds—but which he dves not fully 
state—was that while women had their spe- 
cial work, men had their special work also, 
which it was their duty to attend to thor- 
oughly. Presumably no woman in Austin 
or elsewhere would meddie with street 
cleaning if the men, whose duty it is to at- 
tend to the matter, saw to it that the streets 
were clean. But the men do not, and when 
they fail to perform their duties in this or 
any other respect it is proper for the women 
to come forward and stir them up. 

The Austin dishes are clean. ‘The Austin 
streets are not: Ihe women of the place at- 
tend to their business and the men do not. 
If the women have invaded the street-clean- 
ing sphere of the men it is in self-protection, 
The women cannot stay in the house all day 
washing dishes. They must get out on the 
streets occasionally, and they have a righi 
to demand that they be kept in decent con- 
dition, offending neither eyes nor skirts. 

The women should not let the city authori- 
ties alone when the latter are not attending 
to business. They should nag at the author- 
ities, scold them, and shame them into street 
cleaning. As for the children’s brigade, the 
organizing of which is complained of, it is 
a pity the adult males of this generation 
never belonged to such a brigade. If they 
had belonged they would take more interest

one month after a dismissal takes place, but 
it is not probable that the board will inter- 
fere to annul any dismissal which Superin- 
dentent Cooley may see fit to demand. He is 
to be the responsible head of the teaching 
force’ of the Chicago public schools, aud 
every assistant superintendent, principal, 
teacher, and cadet myst conform to his 
standards of work or be dropped from the 
service, — | 
This is as it should be. The only way to 
get and keep a thoroughly efficient corps of 
instructors is to make one man responsible 
tor the work done and give him a free hand 
to get rid of all who cannot or will not do 
the work properly. The public will expect 
Superintendent Cooley to exercise his new 
power rigidly and conscientiously, with an 
eye single to the best interests of the schools, 
Such a large corps of teachers is certain to 
“become clogged with more or less dead wood 
unless it is watched carefully and con- 
stantly. It will be the superintendent’s 
duty to eliminate the unfit. It is an injustice 
to the children to leave them in charge of an 
incompetent teacher when there are com- 
petent ones to be had. Nothing can atone 
for the harm such a teacher may do. The 
interests at stake are too great to permit of 
anything short of the highest possible grade 
of efficiency in the public schools. The 
Board of Education has adopted a wise 
course to secure that object, and Superin- 
tendent Cooley has shown himself to be a 
safe man on whom to place the fuil responsi- 
bility of his office.

The new dispensary for the Chicago es 
In Hospital will soon be erected, largely 
through the generosity of Abram Slimmer, 
formerly a banker of Waverly, Ia., who has 
promised a gift of $5,000 if an additional 
$10,000 can be raised. The authorities of the 
hospital predict that the new building can 
be occupied within a year. It will be located 
in the ghetto district, not far from the pres- 
ent dispensary at 298 Maxwell street. 

This will be the fourth donation by Abram 
Slimmer to a Chicago institution within the 
last five years. A $50,000 donation was made 
to the Home for the Aged Jews; $25,000 was 
given the Jewish Orphans’ Home, and §20,- 
6000 recently was given to the Home for Aged 
Orthodox Jews.

Coroners Jury at Seattle, Wash., Finds

PUPINGURANCE IN SCHOOL 


COURSE PROPOSED FOR FIFTEEN 
INSTITUTIONS. 


Plan Contemplates Two Years at Out- 
lying Colleges, Followed by a im- 
ilar Period at the University of Chi- 
eago—Com panies to Be Requested to 
Furnish Employment for as Many 
Graduates as Possible—Decision in 
Leonard Seed Warehouse Collapse. 


The scheme for a university course in fire 
insurance, outlined by H. B. Seely, a Chicago 
architect, who has made a close study of in- 
surance, has awakened great interest on the 
part of the Information committee of the 
Western union. Mr. Seely proposes to have 
courses in fifteen of the larger institutions 
of the Middle and Western States, principally 
in the State universities, with the University 
of Chicago as the center. ' 

There is to be a two-year course, mainly 
technical, at the outlying colleges, followed 
by a two-year-course, economic and clinical, 
at the University of Chicago. At the other 
colleges the students will work under the 
professors there along a prescribed course, 
iectures being delivered by a corps of experts 
to be provided by the Western union and Na- 
tional board, Mr. Seely to lecture on con- 


and to be in general charge. 

The State universities are to establish 
traveling fellowships, studying at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, the incumbents being 
developed later into experts authorised to act 
tor the State in the investigation of fire 
waste, and codperating to make the data at 
the center complete for the entire West. 

Research work is to be carried on in Chi- 
cago, the companies to furnish the equipment 
of the department, while the universities 
are to pay the salary of the economist and 
the traveling expenses of the experts, whose 
employers are to contribute their time. The

The University or 
Chicago is to take three of these and the 
other colleges one each. 3 

Studies will be along two lines, fire rating 
and fire limitation, with general courses for al) 
branches of insurance work. The companies 
are to be requested to employ as many as 
possible of the graduates of the school as 
inspectors, raters, and in other positions for 
which they may be fitted, thus assuring that 
a large number of bright young men will take 
the course. Mr. Beely has worked out his 
plans in detail with Dr. Harper and J. 
Laurence Laughlin, head professor of the 
Gepartment of political economy of the Uni 

versity of Chicago.

ot unexpected treasures during the 
course of the thorough overhauling to 

which he is subjecting the various 

royal palaces. Thus he has found 
stowed away in one of the vaults at Wind- 
sor a magnificent portrait of Queen Car- 
oline (consort of George IV.), painted by 
Sir Thomas Lawrence, which is pronouncod 
by experts to be one of the finest specimens 
in existence of the work of the celebrated 
President of the Royal Academy. Nor is this 
by any means the only find of the kind which 
the King has.made. There are plenty of 
other paintings of personages, royal and 
otherwise, which were relegated to the 
oblivion of lumber rooms, cellars, and garrets 
by Queen Victoria and by her predecessors 
on the throne, owing to the fact that the 
individuals portrayed had incurred the ill- 


will of the monarch, or that the latter had ‘ 


forgotten of the existence of the painting and 


lost sight of it. 


It is seldom that the birth of a royal child 
has brought so much happiness in its train 
as that of little Princess Yoland of Italy. 
Not only was her advent signalized by the 
liberation and pardon of thousands of pris- 
oners, but all the poor children of Rome are 
being entertained at dinner today in honor 
of the royal maiden. Moreover, a large 
hospital for consumptive children is being 
founded at Rome in commemoration of her 
birth, jointly by the King and by the munici- 
pality, the hospital bearing the name of the 


| Yolanda hospital. Every child born in Rome 


and in the metropolitan province and in 
Naples on the same day as the little Princess 
has received from the King and Queen a 
complete outfit, a cradle, and a savings bank 
book with $20 to its credit, while the 
municipalities of Florence, Milan, Turin, 
and in fact of nearly all the principal towns, 
have followed the example of the King with 
regard to the children born on June 1 in their 
respective cities. Not content with this, 
both municipalities and individual public- 
spirited citizens have founded charitable 
institutions in honor of the little Princess 
and bearing her name, and it is estimatcd 
that in Milan alone, which is regarded as one 
of the least loyal and most republican cities 
of Italy, over 1,000,000 lire has been ex- 
pended in this manner. 

In one word, the birth of the little Princess 
has contributed in no small measure to pop- 
ularize the reigning family, and has been a 
cause of public rejoicing from one end of 
Italy to the other, even in portions of the 
peninsula where it was believed that ani- 
mosity existed towards the reigning house of 


Prince Nicholas of Greece, who has already 
achieved a name for himself in military 
circles as the author of some rather clever 
treatises about matters connected with the 
army and with strategy, now turns out to 
have been the playwright of an anonymously 
written comedy, entitled “Anamorphotais,” 
which was so brilliant that it was solemnly, 
crowned by the senate of the University of 
Athens. The crowning took place about six 
weeks ago by unanimous vote, and it is only 
today that either the university authorities 


or the people have discovered that the author 


is the talented third son of the King of 
Greece. He commands as Colonel the first 
regiment of artillery in the Greek army, and 
as such attended the grand maneuvers of the 
French army a couple of years ago, winning 
much praise from all the French Generais 
and staff officers with whom he was brought 
into contact,
